During 1990 the Police Department experienced a few major 
changes. At the time of this report we have three officers 
that have attended the full time police academy in Concord. 
By March of 1991 my attendance will bring that number to four 
or 57% of the force. These individual actions by Officers 
McAllister, Wentworth and McKenzie have significantly raised 
the professionalism of this department, without cost to the 
community. It is a pleasure to work with citizens who 
sacrifice their time, energy and money for the good of the 
community. The second major change deals with the Milan-owned 
police cruiser. Insurance cost of personal vehicles involved 
in police work has forced the department to purchase a town- 
owned and insured cruiser.

A Gazebo Concert 
Committee chaired by Dora Gagne has been established and if 
anyone has suggestions on a concert, especially for this 
year's Old Home Weekend, let her know. 

The recreation department was also involved with the 4-H 
Club and others ina mini-winter carnival in conjunction with 
the Trek For Life sponsored by the NH Kidney Foundation.

Numerous improvements took place in 1990 in and around 
the recreation facilities.

This change took 
place looking to the future-the present system will allow us 
to answer our own emergency calls if necessary in the event 
of a major incident or mechanical failure between Milan and 
our dispatch in Gorham. 


The Ambulance Service, as a result of the 1989-90 
AFA/FR Course held in Milan, gained eight attendants. 
However, we've lost five attendants due to some leaving our 
area, pregnancies (someday they'll figure out why), etc. 
Consequently, this was a small, but beneficial gain. We as 
a volunteer service are experiencing the increasing turmoil 
of being available when you need us due to a lack of 
attendants. For you to depend on us, we have to also depend 
on you. 

To further advance our level of care, the Berlin, 
Gorham, Milan and Dummer Ambulance Services have pursued and 
gained protocol with Androscoggin Valley Hospital for 
cardiac defibrillation as part of our standard service. 
Unfortunately, these machines are not inexpensive- 
approximately $7500 each. But, if at some time we save one 
life, the money will have been more than well spent. 

Of the newest attendants, four are soon to become EMTs 
on completion of their present course, and one has already 
achieved EMT status. Thanks to all of the attendants for 
their efforts to help others and for performing this 
valuable service for your community.

MILAN HOME NURSING CENTER 1990 


Milan Home Nursing Center services the Milan-Dummer 
Community. Health care services are provided to residents in 
their home and to home bound residents. A RN assesses the need 
for care, plans and implements delivery of care required and 
evaluates the results of the care received. 

A total of 227 skilled visits were made. These visits 
included:

Skilled nursing visits include patient assessment, 
dressing changes, suture removal, mental health, irrigation, 
colostomy care, blood pressure check, injections, catheter 
changes, health teaching,bloodwork on homebound residents 
under orders from a physician. 

Although services are available to all age groups, the 
majority of clients are the elderly whose medical problems 
indicate a need for the agency service in your community. A 
small fee is requested for visits made, determined on a 
sliding scale based on the clients' income. No one is denied 
service if unable to pay. Newborn babies and mothers receive 
a free initial visit when a referral requesting a RN visit is 
Signed by the mother prior to discharge from the hospital. 
Community referral initial visit there is no charge. Elderly 
in the community wishing a yearly visit from the nurse may 
call for an appointment; there is no charge. 

A yearly blood pressure clinic is held prior to the Town 
Meeting. This year, a total of 34 blood pressures were taken. 
A special thank you is extended to Pat Bennett who volunteered 
her assistance at the Town Meeting clinic. A blood pressure 
Clinic was held December 13th at the Christmas supper for 
seniors of Milan and Dummer. A total of 24 blood pressures 
were taken. A special thank you is extended to Pat Bennett who 
volunteered her assistance. 

Milan Home Nursing Center has an agreement with Andro- 
scoggin Valley Home Care Services based on a RN referral from 
the Center to provide Home Health Aide or Home Makers Services 
when needed. Care is available to all that are in need of this 
service. Guidelines have been established making many elderly 
eligible. This service is also available through the NH 
Division of Elderly and Adult Services. This past year 240 
Home Health Aide visits were made. Respite services are also 
available for Alzheimers and related dementias in need of 
their services. Please call for information and referrals.

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ANDROSCOGGIN VALLEY REFUSE DISPOSAL DISTRICT 
1990 REPORT 


The Androscoggin Valley Regional Refuse Disposal District 
was very busy and productive during 1990. After unanimous 
Town Meeting approval, the seven member communities (Berlin, 
Gorham, Milan, Dummer, Stark, and Northumberland) the District 
organized as a legal entity under RSA 53-B. The District 
expanded to eight regional communities in November with the 
addition of Jefferson. 

The District's primary objectives during 1990 were to (1) 
site, plan and develop permits for a regional recycling 
facility and (2) negotiate a long term disposal agreement with 
James River for use of the Mount Carberry landfill. In an 
effort to evaluate suitable sites for recycling, the District 
established a Facility Siting Subcommittee. After determining 
that there were no existing buildings suitable for use as a 
recycling facility, the District evaluated five potential 
pieces of land. Based on careful investigation and a 
preliminary hydrogeological investigation, a site owned by 
James River Corporation on Rte 110 in Berlin was selected. The 
District prepared an 11.6 acre subdivision of the site. After 
completion of two appraisals of the site a price was 
determined. The parcel should be owned by the District by Town 
Meeting in 1991. The permit application for the facility 
should be completed early in the year, and the District intends 
to open the recycling center in July, 1991. 

The District hired a lawyer from Laconia, Dan Crean, to 
review the proposed contract received from James River in 
October of 1989. With assistance from Attorney Crean the 
District drafted a revised contract. These revisions were sent 
to James River in November 1990. The District is presently 
awaiting a response. Based on the information provided by 
James River, the District has budgeted $18.19/ton for the 
second half of the year. The cost per ton is less than half 
the price estimated by James River in 1989. 

An Education Subcommittee was also established in 1990. A 
representative from each of the communities sits on the 
committee. The committee is initiating a slogan contest in the 
schools for the coming year. The committee will be expanding 
the existing school curriculum published by the Cooperative 
Extension Service to include all grades and is encouraging 
local school boards to adopt the program. The committee has 
also prepared an education brochure which was inserted in local 
papers and should be available with Town Reports. 

The District opened its first office at 119 Main Street, 
Berlin. Upon completion of the recycling facility the office 
will be moved to that location. The District meets regularly 
on the last Thursday of the month at 6:00 pm at the office.

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ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, MILAN, N.H. 
MARCH 13, 1990 


Polls opened at 1:00 PM 


The town meeting was opened at 6:30 pm. Moderator Ronald S. 
Hawkins read the town warrant. 


Article 1: To choose all town officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 2: To hear the reports of committees heretofore 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Mr. Robert Gauthier reported for the committee to study the 
feasibility of a part-time town manager. Mr. Gauthier 
offered copies of his report and read from its cover letter. 
His opinion following his research was that a town 
administrator was more feasible that a town manager and that 
continued growth of the community would necessitate such a 
position. Mr. Gauthier pointed out that to get to the point 
of needing an administrator coincidentally with nearby towns 
therefore being able to share the cost would be an advantage 
but unlikely. 

Rodney Young asked to defer the report of the AVSWWM 
committee until Article 14. 

There was no further discussion and the meeting moved on. 


Article 3: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $62,964.00 for general government. 

Motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by Dean Stiles. 
A vote was taken and the motion was carried. 


Article 4: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $4,000.00 for computer software. 

Motion was made by Robert Biggart and seconded by William 
Hamlin. Ernie Miner explained that the funds in the article 
would be used to purchase a package that would be integrated 
with what is now owned. A vote was taken and the motion 
carried. 


Article 5: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $27,400.00 for public safety. 

Motion was made by Dean Stiles and seconded by William 
Hamlin. After much discussion and the offering of two 
unsuccessful amendments a vote was taken and the article was 
passed as originally written. 


Article 6: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $3,100.00 to purchase a standby generator for 
the radio repeater. 
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Motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by Donald Rich. 
Following questions on accessibility, necessity and 
reliability answered by Terry Sylvester the motion was 
carried by a show of hands vote. 


Motion made and seconded to keep polls open to 8:30. 
Passed. 


Article 7: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $81,150.00 for road and bridge maintenance and 
street lighting. 

Motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by William 
Hamlin. Following some discussion including the proper 
storage of salt and sand the motion was carried. 


Article 8: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $3,300.00 for repairs to the Riverside Cemetery 
fence. 

The motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by Janet 
Woodward. Mr. G. Judson explained that the present iron 
fence is irreparable. The new fence will be cedar posts and 
2x6 planks. A vote was taken and the motion was carried. 


Article 9: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $5,000.00 for the Milan Home Nursing Center. 
Rodney Young immediately changed the amount to read 
$3,000.00. The motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded 
by William Hamlin. Mr. Harris Nichols then explained the 
difference saying that Dummer's contribution was the 
$2,000.00. A vote was taken and the motion was carried. 


Article 10: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $4,600.00 for the Milan Recreation Department. 
The motion was made by Janet Woodward and seconded by 
Paulette Frechette. In response to a query, Steve Enman 
answered that the monies would be used for equipment, field 
and rink maintenance, miscellaneous items and the paying of 
electric bills. The problem with the pump (which was paid 
for by the Rec. Dept.) Has been rectified by the 
installation of a strobe light. A vote was taken and the 
motion carried. 


Article 11: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $6,000.00 for M & D Ambulance Service. 

The motion was made by Roma Labrecque and seconded by Flora 
Day. Following explanations by Sharon Horne and Rodney 
Young for the apparent large increase in the request, Donald 
Rich stated that the ambulance crews were to be highly 
commended for their service and a spontaneous round of 
applause was heard. A vote was taken and the motion 
carried. 
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Article 12: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $3,000.00 for the M & D ambulance capital 
reserve fund. 

The motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by Janet 
Woodward. Rodney Young explained that this article puts 
money in place for a new ambulance when one is required--no 
additional appropriations would be necessary (depending on 
the size of the fund). This fund is only to be used for an 
ambulance. A vote was taken and the motion carried. 


Article 13: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $3,000.00 for the fire truck capital reserve 
fund. 

The motion was made by Normand Frechette and seconded by 
Paulette Frechette. Following an explanation of the capital 
reserve fund concept and the statement that over $9,000.00 
is presently in the fund a vote was taken and the motion 
carried. 


Article 14: Shall the town accept the provisions of RSA 53- 
B 1 to 11 inclusive providing for the establishment of a 
regional refuse disposal district, together with the towns 
of Gorham, Milan, Dummer, Randolph, Stark, Northumberland, 
and eight unincorporated places in Coos County, including 
Success, Bean's Purchase, Green's Grant, Cutt's Grant, 
Martin's Location, Sargent's Purchase, Pinkham's Grant and 
Hadley's Purchase and the city of Berlin, and the 
construction, maintenance, and operation of a regional 
refuse disposal facility by said district in accordance with 
the provisions of a proposed agreement filed with the 
selectmen or the mayor? (Must be by written ballot.) 

Motion was made by Bob Biggart and seconded by Dean Stiles. 
The committee report was presented by Glenn Gagne and Pam 
Dorland. A positive vote will enter Milan into the 
district. It was the committee's recommendation the town 
vote to enter the district keeping in mind all solutions to 
the problem will be expensive. The town displayed its 
gratitude to the committee with applause. The question was 
re-read and the voting began. 


Motion made and seconded to keep the polls open to 9:30. 
Passed. 


Results of vote on Article 14: yes 92; no 3. The motion 
carried. 


Article 15: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $25,500.00 for solid waste disposal. 
Motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by Robert 
Gauthier. A vote was taken and the motion carried. 
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Article 16: To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $2,000.00 for telephone hardware for the 
municipal building. 

Motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by Janet 
Woodward. This article would give the emergency phone 
number for Milan a "449" prefix and would cause the 
emergency phone to ring in both Gorham and Milan. A vote 
was taken and the motion defeated. 


Article 17: To see if the town will vote to accept the 
balance of the budget as prepared by the selectmen and raise 
and appropriate $34,080.00 for this purpose, which is 
exclusive of preceding articles. 

Motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by Donald Rich. 
In response to a question Rodney Young explained that in 
this sum are the routine department expenses. Again in 
response to a question Rodney Young stated that the town now 
has an active timber management committee. A vote was taken 
and the motion carried. 


Article 18: To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to sell timber on town owned woodlots. 

Motion was made by Dean Stiles and seconded by Roma 
Labrecque. Rodney Young explained that timber sales need 
not be put up for bid. The timber committee is D. Bernard, 
J. Gagnon and D. Kimball. The cutting is expected to be put 
on a 20-25 year rotation supervised by the committee. A 
vote was taken and the motion carried. 


Article 19: To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to dispose of all surplus town property through public 
auctions or other means. 

Motion was made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by Janet 
Woodward. Sue Tardiff offered an amendment in the form of 
adding "...Exclusive of real estate". Rodney Young 
explained that the article was understood to mean that by 
implication. The amendment was seconded by Doris Tardiff. 
Harris Nichols inquired if the town still owns the old West 
Milan post office. Clifford Tankard said he thought not. 
Sue Tardiff stated that in order for real estate to be sold 
by the town it must first be listed in the warrant. A vote 
was taken and the amendment was passed. Following a 
discussion of the feasibility of a public auction run by the 
selectmen the article was re-read in its amended form: "to 
see if the town will authorize the selectmen to dispose of 
all surplus property exclusive of real estate through public 
auction or other means." A vote was taken and the motion 
carried. 


Motion made and seconded to keep the polls open to 9:50. 
Passed. 
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Article 20: To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to accept, on behalf of the town, any or all 
gratis funds or other gifts which may now or hereinafter be 
forthcoming from private individuals, corporations, or any 
agency and to expend same for such projects as they may 
designate. Motion made and seconded. The vote was taken 
and the motion carried. 


Article 21: To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

Motion made and seconded. A vote was taken and the motion 
carried. 


Article 22: To see if the town will vote to allow the tax 
collector to accept payments in advance of the property and 
resident tax warrants. 

Motion made and seconded. A vote was taken and the motion 
carried. 


Article 23: To see if the town will vote to suspend payment 
of the filing fee by candidates for town offices. 

Motion made and seconded. A vote was taken and the motion 
carried. 


Article 24: To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
resident tax. 

Motion made by Dean Stiles and seconded by Geraldine Judson. 
Following discussion and explanation of the request a vote 
was taken and the motion carried. 


Article 25: To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to convey real estate taken by the town in default 
of redemption from a tax sale and to sell such property as 
justice sees fit and to convey such property by deed. 

Motion made by Bev Hawkins and seconded by Dean Stiles. A 
vote was taken and the motion carried. 


Article 26: To see if the town will vote to combine the 

offices of road agent (east and west) into one office. 

It was pointed out that this would become effective next 

year. A short discussion followed after which a vote was 
taken on the article and it was passed. 


Motion made and seconded to keep the polls open to 10:15. 
Passed. 


Article 27: To conduct any other business which may legally 
come before this meeting. 

Diane Rodger offered the following: "Move that a committee 
be appointed by the selectmen to propose amendments 

to zoning ordinances and provide for measures of 
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enforcement." This was seconded by Jerry Rodger. A vote was 
taken and the motion carried. 


Motion made and seconded to keep the polls open to 10:30. 
Passed. 


David Woodward,Sr. offered: "Move that selectmen provide 
figures on projected impact on tax rates of school and town 
budgets." A vote was taken and the motion carried. The 
scheduled arrival of the cable was the subject of a short 
discussion. Harris Nichols inquiried into the status of the 
West Milan Sewer Fund money. The status is apparently 
unclear and Rodney Young said it would be decided. 

Ron Hawkins then moved that next year's town meeting be held 
on the second Tuesday in March, 1991, beginning at 6:30 pn, 
in the new Milan school gym. The motion was seconded; a 
vote taken and the motion carried. 


The town meeting was recessed at 10:27 pm for the counting 
of ballots--the polls being declared closed.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE MILAN SCHOOL DISTRICT: 


The many changes predicted for the decade of the 90's 
have begun. National testing and a national curriculum are 
well un er. School Choice is beginning to surface in 
N.H. and is being eae on the national agenda. New 
England wide ne ication of teachers is a reality and the 
trend away from local control of our schools has begun and 
most probably will accelerate as we move toward the second 
half of the decade. In my 
judgment some of the changes taking place do not bode well 
for public education as a whole and for Milan in 
particular. 


AREA Agreement With Berlin 


Since the change in leadership in the City of Berlin 
we have experienced an attempt by the Mayor avd Council to 
change the tuition formula in place for the past 20 years. 
The change would result in an increase in our tuition rates 
and an additional $150,000 this year to send our children 
to Berlin. The Berlin School Board and the Milan School 
Board are together in their opposition to what the Mayor & 
Council are attempting to do. Based on legal opinions 
available to us and a similar case in Exeter, N.H. I have 
every reason to believe we will be successful in preventing 
the Mayor & Council from making a change unilaterally with- 
out the approval of the people in Milan. I am hopeful, 
therefore, that the matter will be finally resolved late 
this spring and the Mayor & Council will bind another way 
to increase revenues in Berlin. 


School Addition 


The school addition in Milan is progressing reasonably 
well. Though the project is 2-3 weeks behind schedule we 
appear to have a pee! building in the making. The 
completion date of May 15th, except for landscaping and 
other minor adjustments, will most probably be met. In the 
late spring or early summer an Open House will be scheduled 
for the public to give them an opportunity to see the 
building. 
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Like most projects of this size we ran into some 
unexpected problems. The first was the remains of an old 
septic system and a 30 year old steel septic tank. In the 
end we had to replace the tank and deactivate the old 
field. To date all is well. 


A second problem surfaced when we found we could not 
install a new 1,000 gal. fuel oil tank for the new 
addition. It appears we can not add a 2nd 1,000 gal. 
underground rae without meeting some strict EPA standards. 
To resolve the problem we have approved a new 6,000 gal. 
tank for both ee existing building and the new addition. 
The new tank will not Baby provide us the See ats we need 
but also allow us to benefit from 3,600 gal,drops at an 
additional savings of 20 cents per gal. We also plan to 
add a fuel pump to provide fuel for our diesel busses for 
an additional savings. 


A third problem surfaced when we were told we would 
have to add a sprinkler system far more sophisticated than 
we had planned. This added an additional $15,000 to the 
project that had not been planned. 


For those who may be interested the project came in 
pee under budget. With the add-ons we remain with- 
in our budget and have more than adequate funds to bring 
the project to a successful completion. 


1991-92 Proposed Budget 


The proposed 1991-92 budget is up $188,844.00 or 19.7% 
over that of a year ago. Of that increase $131,890.00 
(69.8%) is for tuition to Berlin. The remaining $56,954.00 
is for operation of the current school program plus the 
added cost of operating the new building. It is important 
to note, therefore, that local costs are reasonably under 
control. What we can't control, however, are the tuition 
costs ace by Berlin. These costs are beyond our 
control. 


Perhaps of greater importance to you as tax payers is 
the net increase in the budget. That ne climbed 42.6% 
Over a year ago. Why? There are 2 reasons for the 
increase. The first is the additional $131,890.00 in 
tuition costs. The second is the loss of $67,173.00 in 
state Foundation Aid. Combined they add $200,000 to your 
tax bill. And both are beyond our control. 
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COOPERATIVE SCHOOL DISTRICT 
Planning Committee 


This year your school warrant will contain an article 
requesting the voters to create a Cooperative School 
District Planning Committee to study the feasibility of 
forming a cooperative school district. The study is 
projected to take 1 to 3 years to complete. When the 
committee has completed its work, public meetings will be 
held in each town. These public meetings will be followed 
by a ballot vote at one of your future Annual Meetings to 
accept or reject the recommendations of the Committee. 


The formation of the Committee does not obligate the 
Mevaneschool'pistricr, Co™participate Ii."a Coonerat lve 
School, only to study the feasibility of participating in 
one. When all the facts are known, those facts will be 
made known to the people and they will decide. 


School Warrant 


Three articles in your school warrant deserve your 
attention. The first is Article 5 which would, if passed, 
include Milan in a Cooperative School Study. For more 
details read the next section of my report. 


A second article is Article 7 which includes funds to 
operate your current school inclusive of higher energy, 
retirement, and operational costs for the new addition. 
This article represents the part of our budget which is 
meh? control. Unfortunately that is not true for Article 


A third article which requires your attention is 
Article 8. Under this article the budget shows an increase 
of $131,890.00 or 32.6%. The greater part of the increase 
is caused by a tuition increase. The remainder has been 
caused by 6 new students at $4,600+ each. Yet it is only 
fair and important to note that Berlin's tuition rates are 
lower than state average. That in and of itself proves to 
me that Berlin is not overcharging though we are getting a 
large increase in rates for 1991-92. 


The cost of providing a quality education for our 
children is becoming increasingly prohibitive. As I see 
it, we have three alternatives: 1. continue to pay the 
ever-increasing costs regardless of those costs, 2.reduce 
the quality and quantity of our educational programs, or 3. 
look at alternatives to what we are doing now to see if we 
Can maintain or improve what we have at a more acceptable 
cost to everyone, The decision is yours to make.

Though the 1991-92 tuition rates show a sizeable 
increase ae continue to be below the state average 
figures of $4,754.00 for the middle school and $5,354.00 
for the high school. 


SUMMARY 


The coming school year will be a difficult year for 
Milan taxpayers. The cost of educating their children does 
not come cheaply. As difficult as it may be, however, the 
value one receives in return more than be Wie ae the §$ 
investment all of us make in the education of our children. 


I realize the difficulty many of you may have to 
financially support your schools. I only ask that you 
consider seriously the adverse impact a ee cut would 
have on your local school where the increase has been 
moderate as opposed to the tuition costs where the increase 
has been substantial. 


Your support for your school is important.

The annual Sohool District Meeting for the Town of Milan 
was held at the Milan Village School on the evening of March 13, 
1990. ‘The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Ronald 
Hawkins, at 7:30 P.M. with the reading of the School Warrant. 


Article 1: To determine the salaries of the truant officer, 
auditors, treasurer, moderator, clerk, and school board. The motion 
was made by Glenn Gagne and seconded by Beverly Hawkins that the 
salaries of the School: Board, Truant Officer and other District 
Officers and Agents be set as listed below:

Article 1 was passed. 


Article 2: To near the reports of agents, auditors, committees, 
or officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


A motion was made by Janet Woodward and seconded by Jacqueline 
Quintal to accept Article 2 as read. The Article 2 passed. 


Article 3: We the residents of the Milan School District find the 
State of New Hampshire to be remiss in the funding of public educa-. 
tion, thus creating en undue burden on the local property taxpayesps,. 
We request that the State of New Hampshire Legislature begin in 
earnest to study methods for substantially increasing State aid to 
education. 


A motion to accept Article 3 as read was made by Dean Stiles and 
seconded by Donald Rich, Article 3 was passed. 


Article 4; To see if the District will vote to authorize the school 
board to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the District, 
and or all gratis grants or other gratis funds for educational 
purposes which may now or hereinafter be forthcoming from the United 
States Government, the State of New Hampshire, private individuals, 
corporations, or any federal or state agency and to expend same for 
such projects as it may approve. 


A motion wes made by Beverly Hawkins and seconded by Janet Woodward. 
Janet Woodward asked how much United States Government money was 

being requested, Superintendent Bellavance explained that the School 
Board wanted to make application for about $23,000 for two different 
programs. The vote was in the affirmative and Article 4 was passed. 
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Article 5: To see if the District will vote to accept the 
provisions of Chapter I, Chapter II, National Forest Reserve, 
and school lunch, and appropriate such funds as may be made 
available to the District under such federal acts for such 
particular projects as may be determined by the School Board, 
Further, to see if the District will authorize the school board 
to make application for such funds and to expend same for such 
projects as it may designate, 


The motion to accept Article 5 as read was made by Harris Nichols 
and seconded by Dean Stiles. Donald Rich asked for an explanation 
and Superintendent Bellafance explained that monies are available 
to the Milan School District which may be applied for tovoperate 

a program for deprived children similar to a head start program- 
children in need of extra help. Chapter II gives us money for 
libraries, equipment or books. We have National Forest Land here 
&: in lieu of taxes the Federal Government gives the Milan School 
District some monies to buy materials and this includes the school 
lunch program. We will be getting money toward the new building 
program voted in November which will be about 40% building aid, 
about $300,000.00. This is what this article allows us to do.

School Board. Questions by Janet Woodward were answered by Mr. 
Bellavance. The money could be used for any program that the school 
board felt would meet the needs of the Chapter I and could include 
part time coverage of remedial reading education to help children 
while there is money. The above money represents two years of money. 
We usually get about $11,000--$12 ,000. It can also be used to buy 
materials, books, etc. It would not cover any special education 
expenses. It is exclusively exempt from that. This money could be 
used for a part time teacher, This is Federal money and will be 
reduced almost in half after this year. It comes through the state 
to the local community, and with it comes requirements. Most of 
the money will go to the library and the rest to the programs, In 
the future there may be mandates on some issues that would obligate 
the town to fulfill. With acceptance of federal monies comes 
federal control. The school board was in favor of trying the 
program because some of our children would benefit by it. The Town 
would be locked into any changes mandated by the government but it 
is not known how long the lock-in would be in effect, or what would 
be our future obligations. The program will heed to be defined to 
know where the needs are. Mr. Bellavance's comments were in 
response to many questions from the voters. 


The Moderator requested that hands be raised and counted as voters 
responded to the question. 

25 voters voted No. 

24 Voters voted YES and Article 6 was passed. 
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A recount of the vote on Article 6 was voted down 
by the majority of the voters present. Page 5 


Article 7: To see if the District will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sume of $935,667 for the support of schools, for 
the payment of salaries for school district officials, and for 
the payment of the statutory obligations of the District.
